WASHINGTON, Jan, 19 — The court 


opened at the usual houi. 
As soon 


as Guiteau reached his seat he deliv 
ered himself of the following speech 
with pompons effort at oratorical ef- 
fect; " The decision of the New 
York Court of Appeals comes with so 
much force at the present moment, I 
desire to pall attention to it. It comes 
with great force from the Empire 
state, from that grand old state of 
he republic, the state that sends 
lorth the brains, the money and the 
commerce of the nation. It is a great 
itep forward of the law of insanity. 
Hitherto the law has been that the 
jurden of proof was on the defen- 
dant, but the Court of Appeals, with 
jrand magnanimity, says that the 
jurden of proot is on the prosecu- 
,ion to prove that the man not only 
committed the act, but also that he 
was sane at the time he committed 
t. In the name of justice, and in the 
name of the American people, and in 
he name of tho American Judlcluty, 
~ desire to thank those gentlemen of 
he Court of Appeals of the State of 
New York. 


Scoville immediately resumed his 


argument, reading from the evidence 
of several witnesses who were at the 
depot and saw the shooting and tho 
subsequent arrest of Guiteau, his ob- 
ect being to show that the prisoner 
ras perfectly calm and cool, and m 
a condition of nerves and intellect at 
variance with the hypothesis of sani- 
y under such circumstances. 


As Scoville proceeded Corkhill 


made frequent, and, as the speaker 
evidently thought, slighting com- 
ments, nntil'finally, becoming irritat- 
ed, he turned upon the District At- 
orney and denounced in scathing 
erms his unfair conduct, and in- 
tanced his presenting as evidence in 
his case, a letter writteu by the pris- 
mer and which he (Corkhill) had in 
ercepted and mutilated by cutting 
off the signature and such portion as 
IB thought might benefit the prison 
er. "A thing," said Scoville, "which 
was never before permitted in a court 
of justice, not even on trial in a civil 
suit." 


Col. Corkhill(sneeringly): "That's 


rour opinion merely, Mr. Scoville; 
t amounts to nothing as a fact." 


Scoyille; " Well, let it be my opin- 


on. I presume 1 am entitled to one, 
so is the jury." 


Gniteau (with energy): " It was a 


'riendly allusion to President Ar- 
,hur that he cut out, the mean dirty 
whelp." 


Alluding to(the evidence of Dr. 


Sbrth, the speaker charged: 


' This was another instance of the 


unfairness of the district attorney. 
Without the slightest evidence or 
reason for so doing he had asked 
witness ' were you ever indicted for a 
crime?'and witness had responded 
quickly and frankly, ' no, sir, and I 
never expect to be.'" 


Col. Corkhill: " I happened to 


know the man well." 


Scoville: "All the more reason 


why you should not thus gratuitous- 
ly insult him." 


"Corkhill: "Well, I tried him in 


this court. I remembered his face 
when he tootthe stand and I found 
out afterward he was hare on an ap 
peal from the police court." 


And the audience laughed at this 


point scored by the district attorney. 
Mrs. Scoville became very angry, and 
complained in audible tones -of the 
district attorney's "meanness," as 
she termed it. 


Terrible Tragedy, 


LOUISVILLE, 
KY., Jan. 19.—On 


Wednesday a farmer living near 
Lancaster in this state, killed his 
wife, mother, and two daughters, and 
then hanged himself. The man who 
by his insane act, sent four of his 
nearest and dearest kin on earth to 
their eternal home;, was about sixty 
years old; a farmer by occupation 
He was au honest, close, economical 
business man, and owned a farm o: 
about 250 acres, on which he lived 
He was in good circumstances, being 
worth $8,000 or $10,000, and it seems 
strange that he should have become 
so worried over a small debt of' $400 
He was kind and affectionate to his 
family, and to his old mother he was 
the most devoted of sons. It is sup 


posed'that -with the hallucination 
ms mind that all his family were t 
die"with starvation, he^ resolved t 
murder thorn. an4 kill himself t 
avoid that fate. It is singular tha 
the little boy escaped his insane pur 
pose, tot it is supposed he hid whil 
his father was engaged in the awfu 
work. It is believed that he arcs 
from his bed, took the axe, and will 
a single stroke to each of his (laugh 
ters, struck them dead in their beds 
they never knowing from whence th 
blows came. His wife no doubt, wa 
awakened, and getting nut of bed 
doubtless attempting to restrain him 
but was knocked down and terribly 
mutilated. He then went to an ad 
joining room, and raising the blood; 
aie on high; sunk it deeply into th 
breast that had nurtured him in 
infancy, taking away from her tha 
that she had given him—life. Hap 
pilythat aged mother never awoke 
to realize from whom the cruel blow 
came. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Charles 


Keed, associate counsel for Guiteau 
denounces in qualified terms the 
course of Mr. Scoville in dragging 
political issues in his address to the 
jury. He had no knowledge of Mr. 
•icoville's intention to dp such a thing 
and thinks it the height of folly 
:rom the stand-point of efficiency in 
Behalf of his client, and at the same 
ime he regards it as a monstrous 
outrage upon the gentlemen whose 
names he has thus dragged into the 
record in connection with the case, 
le repudiates all such sentiments 
ind pretences that Mr. Conkling or 
ien. Grant or any one else, for that 
matter, should be responsible for the 
act of the assassin. If he anticipated 
any such vagary on the part of 
Scoville he could not have been in- 
duced to associate himself with the 
lefence.

a period of years is so terrible a punish 
ment tb«t no man can contemplate it a 
happening to himself, even though sus 
tained by conscious innocence, withou 
a feeling of positive horror, and the pros 
pect transcends imagination when th 
imprisonment is for life. To be inclose< 
within four walls with no hope beyoni 
them, and to feel that there you mus 
stay day after day till carried out fee 
foremost must be the nearest approacl 
to final despair which any combination o 
earthly circumstances can produse. 


Of the effect of this on the vie' 


much has been said and written. It w 
singularly and strikingly illustrated the 
other day by an occurrence at Cherr 
Hill. 


Among the "lifers" is a young man— 


a young man!—who was sentenced seven 
years ago. During that entire time.it 
is said, he has been apparently forgotten 
by all who sustained any relation to him 
whether of friendship or kinship. Ht 
had exchanged no word with any human

You sink the legs of you 
furniture into metallic sockets fillec 
with salt and water, and pack you 
clothing in tight tin boxes to preven 
the incursions of white ants, bi't you 
have no remedy against the metallii 
bluefly, which fills every crevice, ever; 
keyhole and every key itself with clay 
The fly is au artistic as well as an in 
dustrious worker, and he works ahvay 
with an object. He selects a hole, a 
keyhole, or an empty space in any me 
tallic substance is preferred, but, in the 
absence of any such material, the hole.' 
in tho bottom ^f n <"»<»np-Sf>flt phnir or any 
perforated wood will answer the purpose 


After seeing that the hole is clean anc 


in good order, he commences operations 
by laying on the bottom a smooth carpe 
of clay; then the bodies of several de 
funct spiders are triumphantly placet 
upon the clay carpet. On top of these 
spiders the eggs of the female fly are 
deposited. The tomb is then ready for 
closing. The top is neatly covered ovei 
with clay, but it still has an unfinish- 
ed look. This is remedied by a thin coal 
of whitewash, and then the fly looks 
upon his work and pronounces it good. 


When this tomb is opened there are 


more metallic blue flies iu the work 
than there were before. You are anxious 
to examine or wear some of your valu 
ables, which you always keep under loci 
and key, and you take your key am 
endeavor to unlock your trunk, but it is 
only an endeavor. There js resistance 
in the keyhole. You examine the key 
and you find that it is nicely sealed up 
with clay, and the keyhole in the same 
condition.

tories of the orator, the crimson con- 
quests of the soldier, and the vanishing 
majorities of the statesman, Macaulay 
lived among the increasing profits and 
multiplying pleasures of his labors, and 
was really almost satiated with the hon- 
est homage' of myriads of his fellow- 
creatures.

Same Strange Shadow* Under 


The Head Light. 


[Detroit Free Frcis.] 


There are living in Detroit to-day per- 


haps fifty men who have left the cab of 
the locomotive for some other employ- 
ment, and in some cases the reasons for 
leaving are curious enough. It is hard 
to find a drinker who will admit that 
liquor hurts him, or a user of the weed 
who will agree with the doctors that 
nicotine slowly and surely shatters the 
nervous system. And it is harder still to 
find an engine driver who admits that 
the long houra, ceaseless vigils and rough 
riding have weakened his nerves or affect- 
ed his courage.

"Well, his nerves were so unstrung 


hat when his train dashed across a coun- 
ry highway on a dark night he would 
magine the locomotive had struck a farm-

o run back and investigate." 


"Do all engineers become aflected in 
his way?" 


"No. There are men on the roads 
entering here who are as good to-day as 
iey were when they entered the cab fif- 
-een or twenty years ago. It is according 
x> the temperament. The constant vigi- 
ance and burden o£ responsibility are a 
errible worry to some and no burden at 
11 to others. The motion of an engine 
lone would break down some men. The 
ngineer who takes out the Pacific ex« 
ress to-night grows Tat over Lis hartf 
/ork, and twenty years service would 
ot break him down. His predecessor 
roke down and died before he had been 
t the throttle six years." 
"And so some of them see phantoms,

Yes.; and let nie tell you of an in- 


tance. Three or four years ago the en- 
ineer of a Lake Shore train began chas- 
ig a horse. One night after leaving the 
unction a black horse jumped on the 
rack ahead of him and led him a race of 
several miles. It was only his i magma- 
ion, but he was as certain in his own 
mind that he saw what he did not see as 


ou are that you sit here. He not only 
uarreled with his conductor and fire- 
uui about the matter, but insisted that 
le superintendent should send gome offi- 
:ial to verify his statements. 
I was se- 


ected to go put in the cab. 
Soon after 


saving the junction the horse appeared 
ot to my eyes, but to the drivers. 
I 


aw nothing but the black railsand smooth 
•oad bed, but he saw the horse. He iden- 
fied the color, marks and other particu- 
irs, ajjd in his eagerness to get closer to 
le animal he ran the train past one of 
:xe stopping stations at the rate of fifty 
dies an hour. We had to take him ofl 
be train and give him other work, but 
e did not live long. , We had almost a 
jarallel case to-day." 


"Who is it?" 
"It is au old fireman from the Grand 
'rank who left here several years ago 
nd took an engine on the Illinois Cen- 
ral. He held out well for five or six 
'ears, and then 'began to race with a 
(bantam. It was that of «n Indian war- 
ior mounted on a white horse and speed- 
pg along the prairie, beside the track, 
n this instance the fireman's superstition 
wag excited, and he too saw the phantom. 
Vould you believe that they flung lumps 
of coal at the shadow and find at it with 


revolver? They actually did. and one 


njght over run their time and brought 
up against a freight train, making a ter- 
rible meat of it. The engineer of a train 
uniting out of this depot walked into 
lea&qiurtars the other day and asked 
or a lay off for three months. At first 
le would give no excuse, but finally ad- 
mitted that he was killing too many men 
n his run. He was breaking down, and 
ustead of racing with imaginary horses 
ie was running over imaginary persons, 
le is the first driver I ever knew to ad- 
mit his nervousness, but this admission 
will be his salvation. He will get a rest 
or three months and go back to the cab 
with his old nerve restored.
